Vandals on 30-mile 
car graffiti rampage 


VANDALS went on 
a graffiti spree in the 
county when they 
spray-painted more 
than 20 cars, some 
parked almost 30 
miles apart. 

Detectives have appealed 
for help after receiving a 
flurry of calls from peo¬ 
ple who awoke on Tuesday 
morning to find their cars 
had been daubed with yel¬ 
low paint. 

In Northampton, cars 
were targeted in King- 
sthorpe, The Mounts and 
Whitehills. The attacks 
also stretched from the vil¬ 
lage of Flore to Overthorpe, 
near Banbury - almost 30 
miles away - where vehi¬ 
cles were also damaged. 

Cars in Brackley, Mid¬ 
dleton Cheney and Potter- 
spury were also attacked. 

Vehicles were vandalised 
with paint in: 

■ Marston St Lawrence; 

■ Louise Road, The 
Mounts, Northampton; 

■ Washington Street, King- 
sthorpe, Northampton; 

■ Halse Road, Brackley; 

■ Thenford Road, Middle- 
ton Cheney; 

■ Chetwode, Overthorpe; 

■ Sutton Street, Flore; 

■ Bannerman Drive, 
Brackley; 


■ Lynton Avenue, White- 
hills, Northampton; 

■ High Street, Potterspury. 

The attacks are believed 

to have happened between 
10pm on Monday and 7am 
on Tuesday. 

Police revealed they 
were investigating at least 
20 incidents, but said they 
feared other victims might 
not yet have reported simi¬ 
lar attacks. 

Inspector James Pearson 
said: “We believe the of¬ 
fender may be spraying the 
cars from the road as they 
pass by the parked cars in 
their own vehicle. 

“This series of criminal 
damage is an act of mind¬ 
less vandalism and we will 
be working hard to bring 
the offender or offenders to 
justice. 

“Anyone who has also 
had their vehicle damaged 
in a similar way, but has 
not yet reported it to us, is 
urged to make contact. 

“Officers will be carry¬ 
ing out high-visibility pa¬ 
trols in the areas already 
targeted to offer reassur¬ 
ance within those commu¬ 
nities.”

140 accidental 
deaths in 2 years 

CONCERN has been raised after 
it emerged more than 140 people 
have died in fatal accidents in 
Northampton in the space of 
three years. 

New figures from the Public 
Health Observatories in England 
reveal between 2008 to 2010, 

450 people died accidentally in 
Northamptonshire, with 142 
deaths in Northampton alone. 

During the same period, 51 
people died of tragic accidents 
in Daventry and 58 people died 
in accidents in South Northamp¬ 
tonshire. 

The figures encompass deaths 
from road crashes, falls, and 
other accidents, and the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents (RoSPA) has said it 
hopes lessons will be learned. 

Toads saved from 
death on roads 

A NUMBER of people are help¬ 
ing to stop hundreds of toads 
from dying on the county’s 
roads each night. 

Donna Robins, aged 34, of 
St Crispin Drive, in St Crispin, 
Northampton, single-handedly 
rescues between 20 and 50 toads 
each night as they try to cross 
the main road near her home to 
make their annual trek to their 
breeding site. 

Miss Robins, who lives with 
her partner, Carl Dyke, said: 

“I try to catch the toads before 
they get to the main road and 

I then I take them to a local pond 
where they can breed.” 

She added: “I feel so sorry for 
them. You see so many dead on 
the road and it’s so sad, I want

Centres to 
be run by 
local people 


THE management of 15 
community centres will be 
transferred to local groups 
by Northampton Borough 
Council in what is thought 
to be one of the biggest 
such handovers in the coun¬ 
try. 

A ceremony was held at the Al- 
liston Gardens Youth and Com¬ 
munity Centre in Adelaide Street, 
Semilong, last week to mark the 
transfers to community control. 

The move will give local people 
the power to ensure the centres 
provide services and facilities that 
meet the needs of their own com¬ 
munity 

Council leader, Councillor Dav¬ 
id Mackintosh, said: “I am very 
pleased we are able to facilitate 
this and make it happen, and to 
see so many happen in one go is a 
really great achievement. 

“I know from the community 
I represent, Rectory Farm, that 
community centres are very much 


a part of our neighbourhood. To 
have the centres run by the com¬ 
munity for the community will re¬ 
ally make a huge difference.” 

One group, known as Commu¬ 
nity Spaces Northampton, will 
take over seven community cen¬ 
tres and this is also thought to be 
a first. It will run Bellinge, Briar 
Hill, Kingsthorpe, Rectory Farm, 
Southfields, Standens Barn and 
Vernon Terrace community cen¬ 
tres, and will also take over the 
farmhouse at Rectory Farm to use 
as a central community space, of¬ 
fice and a kitchen to support all 
seven centres. 

Other centres being taken over 
by local groups are Alliston Gar¬ 
dens, Semilong, St James, Spen¬ 
cer Dallington, Camp Hill, Kings 
Heath, Abington and The Pas¬ 
tures. 

The centres are the first of 21 
that will be transferred to commu¬ 
nity management and the final six 
moves are expected to be complet¬ 
ed by the end of the summer. 


£50k for project on 
the shoe industry 


ALMOST £50,000 has been 
spent on a new heritage project 
which will allow residents to 
see the social, cultural and 
economic impact of Northamp¬ 
ton’s boot and shoe industry. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s new Global Foot¬ 
print project, made possible 
by £49,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) and grants 
from the county council and 
other bodies, will chart the his¬ 
tory of the industry that once 


employed thousands of people 
and produced millions of pairs 
of boots and shoes. 

Councillor Heather Smith 
from Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council said: “In North¬ 
amptonshire we are extremely 
proud of our footwear manu¬ 
facturing industry history. This 
celebration marks in a tangible 
way both past and present the 
wonderful products that have 
been and still are produced in 
our county.”

Pair win appeal 
against council 
on work to home 


A COUPLE who asked Northampton 
Borough Council to build a £30,000 
extension on to their rented house, 
have won an appeal against the au¬ 
thority's decision to refuse funding 
the work. 

The couple, who have not been named, 
asked the council to alter their privately- 
rented home because one of them had been 
diagnosed with a progressively degenerating 
illness. 

The council refused, initially offering them 
a council house instead, but then agreeing to 
install a stairlift and an upstairs “wet-room” 
at their rented home. 

Despite the council’s move, the couple com¬ 
plained to the Local Government Ombuds¬ 
man about the way the council had dealt with 
the request. 

She found in their favour, saying the couple 
- referred to as Mr and Mrs Beech, although 
this was not their real names - had suffered 
“considerable stress and anxiety” and been 
living in “difficult conditions” following the 
council’s decision, which she considered to be 
a “considerable injustice”. 

Discussing the council’s offer to move the 
couple into a council property, she said: “The 


couple say they were misled by the council 
into believing they had to consider a move 
to a council-owned property. It was not their 
intention to move, but they felt they had to 
consider moving in order to get Mr Beech the 
facilities on the ground floor that would meet 
his needs. 

“The current arrangements have made the 
property more cramped and the whole family 
is affected.” 

The council had argued the couple could 
have been asked to move out of their rented 
home soon after the extension was built. 

But the ombudsman said the council could 
not refuse to do the work for that reason and 
pointed out that if somebody left a house 
within five years of it being adapted, they had 
to pay back a proportion of the grant. 

The ombudsman ruled that the council 
should pay the couple £5,250 in compensation 
and provide the funding needed for any fu¬ 
ture adaptations of their home, including an 
extension if one was needed. 

It also has to provide respite care for the 
couple while any work is done and carry out 
staff training. 

Members of the council’s cabinet will dis¬ 
cuss the report during a meeting at the Guild¬ 
hall next week.

Award from 
Queen for 
Supergran 


A HERO pensioner who 
tackled a gang of jewellery 
store robbers will receive 
the Queen's Commendation 
for Bravery. 

Northampton resident Ann 
Timson, aged 72, received world¬ 
wide fame and was dubbed “Su¬ 
pergran” after tackling a gang of 
robbers in Gold Street in February 
last year. 

She has since won numerous 
plaudits in recognition of her 
bravery, including a Pride of Brit¬ 
ain Award and a High Sheriff’s 
award. 

Officials from Downing Street 
have announced Mrs Timson has 
been singled out for the Queen’s 
bravery award alongside Pc Bill 
Barker who will receive the hon¬ 
our posthumously after he was 
swept to his death while directing 
traffic away from a flooded river in 
Cumbria in 2009. 

Others who will also receive 


Queen’s awards include two men 
who tackled an armed man on a 
submarine in Southampton last 
year, a mentor to the Afghan po¬ 
lice who tackled an insurgent 
armed with a rocket launcher in 
2010 and a safari guide who stood 
in the way of a charging elephant 
during the filming of a children’s 
television programme in 2009. 

Mrs Timson said she was hon¬ 
oured and surprised to be includ¬ 
ed in such company 

She said: “It is a true honour 
to receive this award, especially 
when my name is included along¬ 
side those of so many brave peo¬ 
ple.” 

A date for when Mrs Timson 
will receive her award has not yet 
been announced. 

It is believed she will receive the 
honour from Penelope Escombe, 
the High Sheriff of Northampton¬ 
shire, during a ceremony which 
will be held in the county later in 
the year.

Fire incidents in the 
county have dropped 


THE number of incidents the 
county’s fire service has been 
called out to has dropped by 
more than 17 per cent in the 
past three years. 

The latest figures released 
by Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service show it attended 
8,827 incidents in 2008-9 com¬ 
pared with 7,304 in 2010-11 
thanks to a significant reduction 
in the number of fires at com¬ 
mercial buildings and homes. 

Area manager David Harding 
said: “We’ve had considerable 
success in achieving a down¬ 
ward trend in incidents since we 


had a peak in 2003-4. We’ve em¬ 
braced a targeted programme of 
education, which starts with our 
schools programme and high 
risk groups. We’re continuing 
with our programme to ensure 
every home has a working smoke 
alarm through home safety fire 
checks because domestic fires 
represent the biggest risk of be¬ 
ing injured or killed.” 

Other figures released by the 
service show the number of 
accidental fires at commercial 
premises dropped from 288 in 
2009-10 by 14 per cent to 248 last 
year.

A HEADTEACHER of a 
Church of England primary 
school in Northampton has 
reassured parents that the 
school would not lose its 
Christian ethos by becom¬ 
ing part of an academy 
structure. 

A meeting was held at Weston 
Favell CofE Primary School as part 
of a consultation into plans to con¬ 
vert the school into an academy. 

It is proposed that Weston Favell 
would become part of an acad¬ 
emy trust of five primary schools 
including Abington Vale, Ecton 
Brook, Lings and Headlands. 

One parent asked Jill Ramshaw, 
headteacher at Weston Favell, 
whether it was right for the school 
to join with the other four as it was 
a Church of England school. 

But Mrs Ramshaw said she 
thought the five headteachers all 
had the same vision and values 


and would challenge each other to 
improve standards. 

She said: “I would say all the 
schools have the best interests of 
their schools at heart. 

“We are very proud to be a 
Church of England school and that 
will be maintained. I’m passionate 
about maintaining the Christian 
ethos.” 

Mrs Ramshaw said she had 
looked at other options, including 
bringing in an outside sponsor 
or linking up with other church 
schools, but believed the collabora¬ 
tion with the other four primary 
schools’ headteachers was the best 
choice. 

She said: “I don’t want an out¬ 
side sponsor coming in and telling 
me how to run the school. I want 
to us to maintain the Weston Favell 
way. 

“I passionately believe that this 
group of people will help improve 
our school.”

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Brother was given 
flag in memory 


ON THEIR visit to Malaysia, 
Christine Considine’s father, 
Dennis Carpenter, was present¬ 
ed with a Union Flag that had 
adorned the coffin containing 
the remains of the passengers 
of the crashed Dakota. 

The gift represented the 83- 
year-old’s part in initiating 
the search for the bodies of the 
crash victims. 

Mr Carpenter wrote to the 
Malaysian authorities in No¬ 
vember 2007 to ask for a map of 
the crash site, wanting to find 
out more about what happened 
to his brother. But the letter 
ended up at the British High 
Commissioner’s office, spark¬ 
ing a 150-strong expedition in 
November 2008 that was able to 
successfully excavate the crash 


site and retrieve the remains 
of the crew and passengers. 

Mrs Considine said: “It 
overwhelmed both of us. All 
the other families were abso¬ 
lutely in agreement my father 
should have the flag because if 
it wasn’t for him writing the 
letter, none of this would have 
happened.” 

On August 25, 1950, the RAF 
Dakota KN630 was near Kem- 
pong Jendera, dropping smoke 
markers to help Lincoln bomb¬ 
ers target communist camps in 
the Malaysian jungle as part of 
a conflict known as the Malay¬ 
an Emergency. 

Investigations found the 
plane completed one successful 
run, but during a second run it 
suffered engine failure.

■ British, Commonwealth and other secu¬ 
rity forces fought Communist insurgents 
between 1948 and 1960. 

■ The Communist Party of Malaya sought 
Malayan independence. 

■ Britain mounted a large-scale military and 
political counter-insurgency operation, but 
agreed to eventual independence. 

■ In 1957 Malaya became independent. 

The state of emergency ended in 1960. 


THE niece of an RAF navigator, who died 
when his aircraft crashed in the Malay¬ 
sian jungle during a conflict in 1950, has 
made an emotional 6,500-mile pilgrim¬ 
age to see his remains buried with mili¬ 
tary honours. 

Geoff Carpenter was on board RAF Dakota 
KN630, from 52 Squadron, which took off from its 
base at RAF Changi, in Singapore, on August 25, 
1950, for a mission, but never returned. 

Nine days later, a rescue party found the plane, 
which had crashed into a ravine after suffering 
engine failure. 

Due to the difficult terrain and ongoing con¬ 
flict, all 12 crew and passengers who died in the 
crash, were buried nearby in a shallow grave that 
lay undisturbed for more than 50 years. 

Last week, more than 60 years after his death, 
Mr Carpenter’s only brother, Dennis, now aged 
83, and the niece he never knew, Christine Con¬ 
sidine, from Rothersthorpe, travelled to Malaysia 
to see the airman’s remains, together with those 
of the other crash victims, buried with military 
honours in a single grave in the Cheras Road 
Commonwealth War Grave Cemetery in Kuala 
Lumpur. 

Mrs Considine said it had been an emotional 
journey. 

She said: “I was a complete wreck. My father 
was far more composed than I was, but he was 
very, very moved by it all.” 

She added: “It was an absolutely beautiful serv¬ 
ice. I’m still quite overwhelmed by it now 

“It was quite early in the morning because of 
the heat and humidity, and there were probably 
about 80 people there, including the British High 
Commissioner, Malayan police, Malayan army, 
British Army and RAF 

“There were representatives of all the coun¬ 
tries involved who had people on the plane, and 
lots of different organisations laid wreaths.” 

After the ceremony, the families were invited 
to the British High Commissioner’s residency, 
where they were given copies of their loved ones’ 
service records, as well as an Elizabeth Cross 
medal, which recognises their loss and sacrifice. 

Mrs Considine said: “It was a wonderful day. 

“We met some people who had gone into the 
jungle in the search party in November 2008. 

“It was lovely to speak to some of the people 
that had done all the hard work to get us to this 
point, and to be able to thank them for everything 
they had done. 

“It’s absolutely incredible all this has happened 
and we feel so lucky we were able to go out to Ma¬ 
laysia to say our goodbyes to Geoff properly.”

Women's charity 
set to close down

A CHARITY which helps 
hundreds of vulnerable 
young women in North¬ 
ampton including teenage 
mothers is closing its cen¬ 
tre in the town, it has been 
announced. 

Platform 51, formerly the 
Young Women’s Christian Asso¬ 
ciation (YWCA), runs 15 centres 
in the country, including one in 
Castilian Terrace in the town 
centre. 

But chairman of trustees, 
Helen Wollaston, said the char¬ 
ity was being forced to close 
the Northampton, Truro and 
Plymouth centres to make the 
organisation more “financially 
viable”. 

Mrs Wollaston said: “Platform 
51 ended last year with a sub¬ 
stantial financial deficit and this 
is simply not sustainable. Like 
every other charity and indeed 
every other business in the coun¬ 
try, we have been affected by the 
economic recession. Against this 
difficult economic background 
we are committed to ensuring 
that we continue to deliver the 
best possible services to vulner¬ 
able and isolated girls and wom¬ 
en. 

“During the past year, we have 
looked at different ways to save 
money including through in¬ 
creased efficiency, by not replac¬ 
ing people who leave and other 
cost savings. 

“We now need to review the 
structure of the charity to en¬ 
sure that we can continue to de¬ 


liver services, provide a voice for 
our girls and women, and that 
we as an organisation are finan¬ 
cially viable, just like any other 
organisation needs to be. 

“We have just concluded the 
first phase of a thorough consul¬ 
tation with staff and trade union 
representatives about the best 
and most affordable structure 
that will secure our future. Re¬ 
grettably, we are forced to close 
three of our centres, namely Tru¬ 
ro, Plymouth and Northampton, 
and make some redundancies at 
our headquarters in Oxford.” 

Natasha Rendell, aged 16, who 
regularly uses the Platform 51 
centre in Northampton, said she 
had benefited greatly from the 
services offered to her. 

She said: “Platform 51 gives 


people the chance to retake their 
exams and helps young mums 
who need support. 

“It has really helped me move 
forward and given me more con¬ 
fidence and I don’t want to start 
going backwards. 

“There is nowhere else like it 
in the town and I don’t want to 
travel outside Northampton as it 
would not be easy for me to get 
there.” 

About 10 staff are believed to 
be employed at Platform 51 in 
Northampton and, in the past 
year, the centre has been in reg¬ 
ular contact with 450 girls and 
women. 

The Northampton centre also 
offers creche facilities and runs 
parenting skills programmes 
and workshops for young mums.

A WOMAN who grew up 
in a Northampton council 
house is preparing to em¬ 
bark on a challenge to trav¬ 
el around the world using 
only boats and a bicycle. 

Keen traveller and physiother¬ 
apist Rubina Soorty, aged 27, was 
inspired by a patient who trav¬ 
elled extensively while suffering 
from motor neurone disease. 

Miss Soorty, who is currently 
working in London, will keep a 
blog of her travels - expected to 
last two years - and hopes to do 
voluntary physiotherapy work in 
India. 

She said: “It’s so easy these 
days to travel. I wanted some¬ 
thing where I had to push myself 
more than normal.” 

The idea for her latest adven¬ 
ture came, she said, “when my 
boss asked me ‘where do you 
want to be next year?’ I thought 
what do I really want to do?” 

She has spent the last five 
months planning, ready to leave 
on April 18. 

“I’m not going to know each day 
where I’m going to be,” she said. 

“I’m definitely frightened about 
that, but it’s something I really 
want to do.” 

Miss Soorty will be riding a 


Condor touring bike with a dy¬ 
namo hub that will charge her 
phone and satnav while she ped¬ 
als up to 120 miles every day 

After going to France, she will 
head through Italy, Croatia and 
Greece into Turkey, and then de¬ 
cide on a route through the mid¬ 
dle east to India and China, from 
where she will sail to Japan. 

She said: “I’ve planned a basic 
route but I quite like being spon¬ 
taneous. 

“Some of my friends think 
I’m crazy, some of them think 
it’s amazing. They’re really sup¬ 


portive and want to come out and 
meet me.” 

Miss Soorty, who holds a skip¬ 
per’s licence, was born in Bur¬ 
ma before her family moved to 
Wheatfield Road, in Abington, 
where she lived with her Paki¬ 
stani father, English mother and 
two brothers. The former pupil of 
Weston Favell Upper School said 
the idea of travelling on plane or 
train did not appeal to her: “You 
find you meet more of the locals 
if you do something on land, and 
for me travelling is about meeting 
the locals.”

✓ BEING a single female in my 20s, living 
■ alone, I was unhappy at the idea of ap¬ 
proaching a man I knew to have a drink¬ 
ing problem, especially since I had been 
forced on occasion to call out the police 
when his girlfriend was screaming for help. 

I approached my housing officer with the 
issues and was sent diary sheets in the post 
to complete. 

If you have had similar issues you will 
know these problems can come and go and at 
times you can go days, weeks or even months 
without a noise, so keeping a diary of times,

length, and type of noise, is essential to build 
any case. 

When the man was advised of the complaint 
- although these are made confidentially - he 
immediately started his payback in the form 
of intimidation and harassment. Sometimes 
he would confront me in the hallway and start 
shouting, but mostly he would watch for me 
as I came in or out of the car park, lift up his 
net curtains, press his face to the glass and 
stare at me. 

I had listening equipment in my home af¬ 
ter completing diary sheets and luckily I was 
able to obtain good evidence, which after 
analysing, they concluded caused anti-social 
behaviour. 

The housing association took him to court 
to have him evicted. I had to stand up and give 
evidence as I was the only resident willing to 
do this, although many had complained over 
the years. Fortunately we won the case and he 
was given 30 days to leave the property 

Unfortunately, my peace was quickly shat¬ 
tered and I started to have problems with the 
man who lived in the flat above me on the sec¬ 
ond floor. I couldn’t believe it. What are the 
chances? 

After a year of battling one problem, I was 
back in touch with my housing officer about 
another. 

He would stay quiet for a few weeks at a 


time and I would think everything was okay, 
but just as soon as I started to relax the noise 
would start and soon it wasn’t just him caus¬ 
ing the issues and it wasn’t just me complain¬ 
ing. He was so loud at times my neighbour 
beneath me could hear it. 

I ended up having to be signed off work 
from February 2008 for almost a year because 
the effects of the problem, the stress and the 
fact I was unable to get a night’s sleep undis¬ 
turbed. 

I was put on anti-depressants to try to cope 
with the problem but I knew that no amount 
of medication was going to help me. 

I decided to stay and fight my corner. It 
took me two years on the council housing list 
to get this place, and besides, why should I be 
pushed out of my own home when I was play¬ 
ing by the rules? 

I was not going to let this man win, but be¬ 
cause of his irregularity at times of the noise 
being caused, trying to get solid proof was 
not that easy 

I had the noise equipment put in twice from 
environmental health and on both occasions 
he stayed quiet the whole week. 

I went back to work in February 2009 but 
only managed to keep hold of a job for eight 
months before the stress and sheer exhaus¬ 
tion of not being able to sleep meant I was 
once again signed off work. 


This time for another two years. 

I became so incredibly depressed I spent 
around 12 to 16 hours a day sleeping when I 
could, with very uncomfortable earplugs in, 
and when I did get out I suffered severe panic 
attacks. I was back on medication as much as 
I didn’t want to be. 

I was unable to handle things any more 
and by 2010 I hit rock bottom. I was paranoid 
and practically agoraphobic by this time, too 
scared to leave my own home. 

I started cutting myself regularly as I had 
no other way to let out the pain and frustra¬ 
tion. I didn’t know what else to do or how else 
to express my feelings and how much I just 
wanted to give up on everything. 

Eventually, I moved out of my home and 
into a small one bedroom house 10 minutes 
out of town. I was devastated to have to leave 
a flat, which although it had been the scene of 
many years of stress and misery, it had also 
become my sanctuary, my home. Although I 
feel better in myself and occasionally even 
feel happy, I am not over the ordeal by far. 

I am borderline agoraphobic so barely ever 
leave the house, I suffer from severe anxiety 
and panic attacks and I still struggle to sleep 
properly. 

It is the victims who suffer and I am sure I 
am not the only person who has suffered long 
term from a noise nuisance issue.”

ENVIRONMENTAL 
health officers at 
Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council have 
vowed to crack down 
heavily on anti-social 
neighbours if efforts 
to resolve problems 
amicably are ignored. 

The council has said it 
will usually attempt to re¬ 
solve noise nuisance issues 
without heavy-handed 
punishments, but warned 
it was willing to use pow¬ 
ers to take legal action and 
even confiscate stereos and 
televisions if problems 
persisted. 

The council revealed it 
received 1,911 requests to 
deal with noise nuisance 
in 2010/11. In the last 12 
months it has received 
1,777 calls. 

The way each complaint 
is ultimately resolved can 
range from mediation or 
a quiet word of warning 


to the issuing of ASBOs, 
heavy fines and even evic¬ 
tion. 

Leader of the council, 
Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh (Con, Rectory Farm), 
said: “The first thing that 
happens is someone puts 
in a complaint. We then 
take steps to address the 
problem by talking to the 
people who are potentially 
causing the problems. If 
that doesn’t result in any 
improvement the next 
stage we would consider is 
mediation. 

“The route we take is to 
try to resolve the issues 
without going into a for¬ 
mal process.” 

If that doesn’t work di¬ 
ary sheets are issued to the 
victims and noise moni¬ 
toring equipment can be 
installed. However, more 
draconian punishments 
are also available. 

In the last 12 months the 
council has issued 24 noise 
abatement notices and 
carried out one seizure of 


equipment. 

Ruth Austen, environ¬ 
mental health manager, 
said: “Music is the most sig¬ 
nificant problem, followed 
by general neighbour noise 
of moving around a prop¬ 
erty and then general ac¬ 
tions or excessive actions, 
like banging doors. 

“One thing we do have 
a problem with is in flats 
with regards to every-day 
living and children. In that 
case we will make an infor¬ 
mal approach but probably 
won’t take any formal ac¬ 
tion.” 

Most people change their 
behaviour, the council said. 
However, for those who do 
not the punishments can 
be severe. 

Mrs Austen said: “There 
is a great deal of frus¬ 
tration and stress. I am 
amazed at the tolerance of 
people. But people should 
be reassured that the proc¬ 
esses are there and a sys¬ 
tem is in place to help and 
support them.”

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Complaints 
on abuse 
of adults 
on increase

COMPLAINTS about 
abuse of vulnerable 
Northamptonshire peo¬ 
ple in council or NHS 
care have gone up more 
than five-fold in three 
years. 

The annual report, by the 
county’s Safeguarding of 
Vulnerable Adults, showed 
referrals leapt 37 per cent in 
the last 12 months, with the 
majority of the suspected vic¬ 
tims being elderly people who 
were physically or mentally 
abused. 

There was also a nine per 
cent rise in the number of 
mentally ill pensioners who 
alleged abuse. 

Liam Condron, head of the 
Northampton branch of Age 
UK said abuse often resulted 
from being seen as a burden 
or inconvenient or that their 
conditions are too difficult to 
manage. He said : “It’s often 
very easy to abuse these peo¬ 
ple because they don’t have a 
voice. 

“But the general issue 
is the extent to which 
people are seen as human be¬ 
ings.” 

The annual report of North¬ 
amptonshire Safeguarding 
of Vulnerable Adults Board 
(SOVA) - made up of members 
such as police, NHS bosses, lo¬ 
cal councils and an independ¬ 
ent chair - said there were 
2,403 complaints in 2010/2011, 


413 of which were upheld. 

Back in 2007/2008 there 
were 436 complaints made. 

The report claimed the rise 
in abuse referrals was expect¬ 
ed. 

It said that the reasons were 
identical to previous years; 
awareness of what may be a 
warning sign has been raised 
through better staff training 
and also high-profile news 
stories such as the death of 
17-month-old Peter Connelly 
in London. 

Two serious case reviews 
that happened in Northamp¬ 
tonshire in the time of the 
new report, will also have had 
an impact. 

One was over elderly cou¬ 
ple Jean and Derrick Randall, 
who were found dead at their 
home in Kingsthorpe, North¬ 
ampton, which was published 
in August 2010. 

The other, published in Oc¬ 
tober 2010, was on the deaths 
of six dementia residents af¬ 
ter neglect at the now-closed 
Parkside House Nursing 
Home in Kingsley, Northamp¬ 
ton. 

Mr Condron added: “One 
of our concerns is that people 
read this and see it as just an¬ 
other report. 

“But they mustn’t get weary 
of it, they should be frightened 
of this because if we don’t do 
something about it you can 
expect to be a victim of abuse 
yourself in future years.”

A NORTHAMPTON pen¬ 
sioner has appeared on 
a new TV series after 
she was conned out of 
£4,000 by a rogue build¬ 
er. 

Hilda Shaw, aged 86, from 
Duston was featured on the 
BBC 1 show, The Sheriffs 
Are Coming, a 10-part series 
which follows High Court 
Enforcement Officers, also 
known as sheriffs, from The 
Sheriffs Office in Croydon, 
as they help members of the 
public who are owed money. 

The grandmother-of-two 
paid a builder £4,000 out of 
her savings to do some work 
on her roof in June, however 
the work carried out was 
shoddy and unnecessary. 

She said: “By the time I re¬ 
alised what was happening I 
thought I had got in a situa¬ 
tion I couldn’t get out of. 

“I knew that the work they 
were doing wasn’t right and 
that they were overcharging 
me but I was worried that if 
they stopped the work then 
the roof would fall in.” 

Mrs Shaw, who has one 
son, said she confided in a 
friend who helped her take 


action against the builder. 

She got a County Court 
judgment and a High Court 
writ against the builder and 
the sherrifs confronted the 
builder, who was based in 
Wellingborough, to ask for 
her money back. 

Mrs Shaw, who said she lost 
weight, had trouble sleeping 
and suffered with bad nerves 
while the work was going on, 
added: “I was so distressed. I 
was worried sick about it all 
and my self esteem was so 
low. 

“I couldn’t seem to speak 
up to the builders.” 

She said: “I wanted to go 
on the show to warn other 
people that things like these 
do happen. 

“I want people to avoid get¬ 
ting into the same situation 
that I did. 

“People should never hand 
over money without being 
sure and they should always 
get a second opinion on work 
from family or friends. I just 
hope the show can help oth¬ 
ers.” 

The results of the action 
taken by the sheriffs will be 
shown on the show until to¬ 
morrow (Friday), at 11am.

Music night 
in memory of 
baby Cayden 


A CHARITY music 
night to be held in 
Northampton next 
month will raise 
money in memory 
of a baby who died 
from a rare congeni¬ 
tal heart condition. 

Cayden Crowson was 
born with hypoplastic left 
heart syndrome in De¬ 
cember 2010. 

The condition, which 
affects about one per cent 
of babies, meant the left- 
hand side of his heart did 
not work. 

After undergoing open 
heart surgery at four days 
old, Cayden returned 
home to his parents, 
Heather and Richard, in 
Irchester, and the couple’s 
elder son Oliver, aged 
three, for five weeks. 

But in mid-February, 
Cayden took a turn for 
the worse during a sec¬ 
ond operation at Great 
Ormond Street Hospital 


in London. 

He died of a heart at¬ 
tack exactly 10 weeks af¬ 
ter he was born. 

Since Cayden’s death, 
his family has raised 
more than £7,000 for the 
hospital’s work. 

Mrs Crowson, who 
was born and brought 
up in Northampton, said: 
“Cayden’s problem was 
noticed at my 20-week 
scan. 

“They said the left-hand 
side of his heart wasn’t 
working at all. 

“We were told he had 
about a 60 per cent chance 
of survival if he had open 
heart surgery at three or 
four days old, and were 
given the option of an 
abortion, but decided to 
proceed. 

“It came as such a big 
shock to us. You think ‘I 
should be looking at scan 
pictures of my baby, and 
going home knowing eve¬ 
rything is ok’. 

“There were so many 


things that went through 
our minds.” 

After Cayden’s death, 
the family decided to 
raise money for the hos¬ 
pital to keep his memory 
alive. Mrs Crowson said: 
“What Great Ormond 
Street does is incredible, 
and without people sup¬ 
porting them and fund¬ 
raising it wouldn’t be pos¬ 
sible.” 

The next fund-rais¬ 
ing event will be held 
at Monks Park Working 
Men’s Club, in Welling¬ 
borough Road, Northamp¬ 
ton, on Saturday, June 16. 

It will include music 
from two live bands, a raf¬ 
fle and a silent auction.

A TOP restaurant crit¬ 
ic gave businesses in 
South Northampton¬ 
shire tips on promoting 
themselves as a new 
food lover's guide to 
the area was launched.

Duke is optimistic 
about town future 



PRINCE Andrew says he 
believes Northampton is 
a vibrant town with busi¬ 
nesses which are working 
well to beat the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

The UK’s former Special Rep¬ 
resentative for International 
Trade and Investment spent sev¬ 
eral hours touring the town and 
meeting some of the area’s top 
business leaders and education 
specialists. 

During his visit, the Prince 
toured the Cosworth factory in 
St James, Northampton College’s 
expanded campus in Booth Lane, 
and the home of the Northamp¬ 
ton Sea Cadets, next to the town’s 
new marina in Becket’s Park.

A POPULAR nurse at a 
Northampton palliative 
care centre is to retire after 
more than 20 years' serv¬ 
ice. 

Pauline Mallard has been ma¬ 
tron at Cynthia Spencer Hospice 
for 10 years and has worked at 
the centre in Kettering Road for 
a further 13 years in other nurs¬ 
ing roles. 

But the 59-year-old, who lives 
in Duston, performed her duties 
last Thursday for the final time. 

She said: “It’s emotional. I have 
been here a long while, and the 
hospice has been a big part of my 
life.” 

Mrs Mallard first started work 
at the hospice as a bank nurse. 
She said: “I walked in the door 
and thought: ‘Yes, this is for me’, 
and I’ve never been anywhere 
else since. 

“I started as a bank nurse, be¬ 
came an enrolled nurse, then did 
a conversion course and became 


a staff nurse, progressing on to 
be junior sister, sister, and ma¬ 
tron.” 

During her time at the hospice 
Mrs Mallard has seen it move to a 
new building, as well as a number 
of changes within palliative care 
itself, including new treatments 
for more complex symptoms. 

She said the challenge dur¬ 
ing that time had been to keep 
things as normal as possible for 
patients. 

She said: “With everything 
that goes on behind the scenes, 
with the changes of government 
and PCTs, as long as the patients 
don’t have a clue what’s going on, 
that’s the important thing. 

“That’s what we’re here for 
- them and their families. 

“I have never ever lost my 
passion for palliative care,” she 
added. 

“Cynthia Spencer Hospice is a 
wonderful place to work. 

“We may only see people for a 
very short time in their lives, but 


it’s a very important time, and it 
is a privilege. 

“I have met some wonderful 
people over the years in patients, 
relatives and staff. 

“I’d like to thank everybody 
that has supported and helped 
me over the years.” 

Mrs Mallard has plenty to keep 
her busy in her retirement, with 
her son Richard and daughter 
Helen both getting married with¬ 
in four weeks of each other in 
summer, and two grandchildren 
to draw her attention. But she 
will stay on the hospice’s books 
as a bank nurse, returning when 
she is needed. 

Sister Wendy Whiting has 
worked with Mrs Mallard for 10 
years at the hospice. 

She said: “Pauline is a brilliant 
nurse. She’s kind and caring, and 
her door is always open. 

“Even when she’s really busy 
she has always got time to go 
around and see patients. 

“We will miss her.” 


Transport vital to stop TB 


A COUNTY charity has joined 
the call to “stop tuberculosis in 
our lifetime” . . . the message on 
World TB Day. 

But the CEO of Pitsford-based 
Riders for Health, Andrea Cole¬ 
man, has warned without a com¬ 
mitment to increasing invest¬ 
ment in reliable transport, the 
goal could be unachievable.

Senna's car to be 
sold at auction 


THE first car driven by Ayr¬ 
ton Senna in a Formula 1 
world championship will 
be sold at auction later this 
year. 

The Toleman TG-184-2, 
driven by the three-time 
world champion in his de¬ 
but season in 1984, will be 
offered for sale to the pub¬ 
lic at the spring sale at Sil- 
verstone Auctions in May. 

The car, which Senna 
raced to third in the British 
Grand Prix held at Brands 
Hatch and seventh in the 
Canadian Grand Prix, is 
best known for the Brazil¬ 
ian’s remarkable second 
place drive in the rain- 
soaked Monaco Grand Prix 
that year ... a race that was 
arguably the first to show 
his remarkable talents to 
the world. 

Nick Whale, managing 
director of Silverstone Auc¬ 
tions, said: “We are thrilled 
to bring this iconic race car 
to auction, as it is undoubt¬ 
edly one of the most impor¬ 
tant lots we’ve ever offered 
under the hammer.” 

The spring sale will not 
be the first time Silverstone 
Auctions has offered Senna- 
related lots. 

At its first auction of 
the year, a helmet and race 
suit used by the Brazilian 
fetched £74,750 and £35,650 
respectively, both consider¬ 


ably more than their pre¬ 
sale estimates. 

Mr Whale said: “Senna 
mania is reaching fever 
pitch, and rightly so, as 
he’s considered by many as 
the greatest FI driver we’ve 
ever seen. 

“It goes without saying 
this will be one of the star 
attractions at the sale, as 
it’s a very rare chance to 
own a much sought-after 
piece of motorsport and 
Ayrton Senna history.” 

Ayrton Senna was killed 
in a crash at the San Ma¬ 
rino Grand Prix on May 1, 
1994. 

Despite his premature 
death, the Brazilian is con¬ 
sidered by many to be the 
greatest Formula 1 driver 
ever. 

As well as the Toleman, 
the Silverstone Auctions 
spring sale on May 16 will 
include a range of other 
race cars, modern sports 
cars, motorcycles and auto- 
mobilia. 

Other notable early en¬ 
tries include a 1973 Por¬ 
sche 911 Carrera RS 2.7, 
estimated to fetch between 
£190,000 and £210,000.

FI team 
wins legal 
battle on 
copies 


FORMULA 1 team 
Force India has won a 
long-running legal bat¬ 
tle with a rival team ac¬ 
cused of copying parts 
of the design of its car... 
but will have to pay 
850,000 euros to the 
design company at the 
centre of the dispute. 

A case at the High Court in 
London found some parts cre¬ 
ated using the Silverstone- 
based team’s confidential in¬ 
formation had been used on 
Team Lotus race cars in the 
early part of the 2010 season. 
Team Lotus is now known as 
Caterham. 

Force India was awarded 
compensation, but will still 
have to pay outstanding fees 
owed to Aerolab for work on 
its car, the judge ruled. 

Aerolab had worked with 
Force India until late July 
2009, when the contract was 
terminated over unpaid fees. 

Team Lotus came on board 
several days later. 


On the evidence provided, 
Mr Justice Arnold settled in 
Aerolab’s favour the dispute 
over unpaid fees to the sum 
of 850,000 euros. 

He also ruled Force India 
had come “nowhere near” 
establishing Aerolab had 
systematically copied signifi¬ 
cant parts of Force India’s 
design when designing the 
Team Lotus T127, but award¬ 
ed the team 25,000 euros in 
compensation over the use 
of its intellectual property 
rights. 

He said: “Such misuse as I 
have found to have occurred 
mainly consisted of oppor¬ 
tunistic copying of CAD 
[computer-aided design] files 
by CAD designers in order to 
take a short cut.” 

A separate hearing will be 
held to determine who will 
cover legal costs of the trial. 

Force India has referred 
the case to Formula l’s gov¬ 
erning body, the FIA, for fur¬ 
ther examination. 
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Plan for new 
Tesco store 



put on hold 


CONTROVERSIAL 
plans for a Tesco 
Express in Weedon 
have been put on 
hold after a dispute 
with the highways 
authority. 

The application would 
have seen the store built 
on the site of The Globe 
Hotel on the A5/A45 
crossroads and was the 
subject of a heated de¬ 
bate between members of 
Daventry District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
and the authority’s plan¬ 
ning officials. 

The latter had recom¬ 
mended the plans for 
approval, but commit¬ 
tee members suggested 
there was a number of 
concerns surrounding 
road safety, despite no 
fears being raised by the 
Highways Agency 

Councillor Steve Os¬ 
borne said: “I can’t be¬ 
lieve the highways au¬ 
thority thinks there is no 


problem with this site. 

“The A5 is consistently 
blocked nose-to-tail if the 
Ml is closed. 

“I wonder whether 
they have come from the 
Stevie Wonder highways 
department to make that 
decision.” 

Planning officer Keith 
Thursfield suggested the 
committee could not use 
road safety as a reason 
as the highways depart¬ 
ment stated there was no 
issue. If the application 
had gone to appeal then, 
then DDC could have in¬ 
curred costs for behaving 
irresponsibly. 

Councillor Brian Lo¬ 
max added: “This ap¬ 
proach is similar to 
blackmail. Just because 
the highways authority 
has stated this view does 
not make it right.” 

A compromise was ar¬ 
ranged when it was pro¬ 
posed to defer making a 
decision until the com¬ 
mittee had a chance to 


carry out a site visit. 

A county council 
spokesman said: “When 
assessing any planning 
application from a high¬ 
ways perspective, propos¬ 
als are examined against 
national guidance, taking 
into account the unique 
circumstances of the 
area in question. 

“After robust exami¬ 
nation, we were satis¬ 
fied that this planning 
application allowed safe 
access to and from the 
highway 

“A site meeting is being 
arranged to talk through 
some of the concerns 
which have been raised.” 

The planning setback 
has been welcomed by 
villagers. 

Chairman of Weedon 
Bee Parish Council, Stu¬ 
art Jacks, said: “There 
are lots of road safety 
problems on this site, 
especially with lorries 
trying to turn right and 
blocking the A5.”

RISTOL-BASED Aardman 
Animations, the Oscar-winning 
creators of Wallace and Gromit 
and Chicken Run, discover their sea 
legs in this salty escapade based on 
the book by Gideon Defoe. 

Five years in the making, The 
Pirates! In An Adventure With Sci¬ 
entists showcases the extraordinary 
craftsmanship and dedication of di¬ 
rector Peter Lord and his team, who 
have brought this colourful world 
vividly to life through the painstak¬ 
ingly slow process of stop-motion 
animation. 

Their artistry is astonishing and 
backgrounds are crammed with de¬ 


tail and sly visual gags that warrant 
a second or even third viewing. 

Defoe’s script is peppered with 
some wry one-liners and a cen¬ 
trepiece chase sequence down the 
winding staircase of a house is 
hysterical.

LA TRAVIATA review

I WONT pretend to 
be an opera buff. 
This is only the sec¬ 
ond time I have been 
to an opera and I was 
so far up in the gods 
the first time. I'm not 
sure it even counts. 

But seeing the 
Welsh National Opera, 
perform La Traviata at 
Milton Keynes Thea¬ 
tre on Tuesday, has 
most definitely given 
me a new enthusiasm 
for the genre. 

One of the most 
famous operas of 
all time Verdi's La 
Traviata, is in excel¬ 
lent hands under the 
production of David 
McVicar, who cre¬ 
ates a seamless and 
elegant version of the 
moving tragedy. 

Set in 19th-century 
Paris, the audience 
was treated to 
opulent costumes and 
sets, where no ex¬ 
pense appeared to be 
spared, to accompany 
the stunning vocals of 
his talented cast. 

Canadian Joyce 
El-Khoury made her 


European debut in the 
role of Violetta Valery; 
the opera's tragic 
young courtesan who 
is cruelly defeated 
by social convention 
and her health, as she 
makes the ultimate 
sacrifice for love. 

El-Khoury's vocal 
capacity and voice 
control is quite unlike 
any I have ever experi¬ 
enced. Even when 
dealing with notes in 
the top register she 
can either belt out 
them out or sink into 
a gentle pianissimo, 
all appearing effort¬ 
less ... although I 
doubt this is the case. 

She is also able to 
imbue the notes with 
such emotion and 
drama, that it is hard 
to suppress tears in 
her devastating final 
scene. 

Also excellent was 
Leonardo Capalbo as 
the besotted Alfredo, 
who gives an impas¬ 
sioned performance in 
the male lead, whose 
acting is as adept as 
his extraordinary sing¬ 


ing voice. 

Extra credit should 
also be rewarded to 
him, as he stepped in 
as a replacement ow¬ 
ing to the indisposi¬ 
tion of Carlos Osuna, 
who was originally 
meant to play the 
part. 

Verdi's score is 
highly memorable and 
there are few who 
would not recognised 
many of the pieces 
performed, especially 
due to their inclusion 
on several television 
advertisements, but it 
is in particularly skil¬ 
ful hands under the 
company's orchestra 
and conductor Julia 
Jones. 

A story of pas¬ 
sion and inevitable 
tragedy, it does not 
end happily, but this 
is countered by seeing 
such incredible musi¬ 
cal talent, which was 
entirely uplifting. 

The Welsh Na¬ 
tional Opera company 
visited the theatre 
as part of its spring 
season.

W ELL, now I know at 
least one word of 
Japanese; ‘kuro’, 
meaning black. Make that two 
words; ‘shiro’ means white. 

They’re both names applied 
to special editions of Nissan’s 
newish, and puzzling, Micra 
hatchback, and still a pretty 
rare sight on UK roads. 

Actually, its lack of visibil¬ 
ity might be as much as prod¬ 
uct of its looks as reflection 
on sales success. This latest 
Micra is a positive shrinking 
violet compared to the model 
it succeeded. 

That looked distinctive on 
the outside, with bulging 
eyes and faintly Noddy car 
feel, and on the inside, where 
ivory coloured plastics lent 
an air of motor show dream 
car. Not to everyone’s taste, 
but a welcome move from 
^ bland and predictable. 

The new Micra is 
forgettable on the 
outside and a 
dull interior 
adds more 
blandness. 


It’s well enough put together 
on its Indian production line 
and a little lifted by the black 
paint of this special edition 
on the outside and splashes of 
cream plastic on the inside. 

Much more interesting is a 
look under the bonnet, where 
you’ll find a tiddly petrol 
engine, perked up by the addi¬ 
tion of a supercharger. That’s 
basically an engine-driven 
air pump that makes sure 
the three little cylinders are 
packed and ready to go when 
the spark plugs . . . spark. 

The result is a small car 
with a much larger heart, 
cleverly arranged so that it 
will be tiny-car economical if 
you don’t push it and provide 
the power reserves of some¬ 
thing rather larger when you 
need to move along smartly. 

It also slips nicely under 
the radar of both the Lon¬ 
don congestion charge and 
the demands of the road tax 
authorities. 

I expect a driver with a 
lighter right foot than mine 
would get nearer the claimed 


65mpg, but I count the 
53mpg shown on the S| 
dashboard trip compu¬ 
ter a decent result, con¬ 
sidering the fun this little 
car gave me over more than 
600 miles of mixed motoring. 

Three-cylinder engines 
make a lovely distant thrum 
that never intrudes, but 
sounds sporty enough to 
encourage lots of revs before 
you change up a gear; great 
fun but not so good when 
you’re trying to save pennies 
at the pump. 

A nimble feel on the road 
and accurate steering added 
to the feeling this ordinary 
looking little car had hidden 
talents. 

This Kuro special edition 
costs £400 more than the 
Acenta grade it’s based on 
and adds the special paint, 
climate control, parking 
sensors and (very effective) 
heated front seats. An easily 
used satellite navigation sys¬ 
tem costs £400 extra. 

Carried over from the 
Acenta trim level are alloy 


wheels, 

remote 

central locking and 
a radio/CD player. I’d 
happily ditch the pointless 
armrest on the driver’s seat 
and gentle illumination of 
the front door pockets for 
variable instrument light¬ 
ing and a steering wheel 
that adjusted for reach, not 
just rake. 

If that sounds as though 
the Nissan team charged 
with equipping the Kuro 
level car had unusual priori¬ 
ties then there’s a simple rem¬ 
edy: as is almost always the 
case with small cars the less 
expensive models look the 
better value. 

So you can have the Kuro’s 
interesting mechanical bits in 
the £11,150 Visia while ditch¬ 
ing some of the less useful 
goodies, but keeping the air 
con. Sounds like a bargain.

Aidy keen on keeping Carlisle

COBBLERS boss Aidy Boothroyd 
has confirmed he would like to sign 
Clarke Carlisle permanently this 
summer, but believes the influential 
defender will have lots of offers from 
other clubs. 

Carlisle has been a huge success at 
Sixfields after signing on loan from 
Burnley, bringing an organisation 
and leadership to a defence that has 
registered back-to-back clean sheets. 

The 32-year-old is out of contract 
at Turf Moor at the end of the sea¬ 
son and Boothroyd will discuss a 
Town transfer with the defender, 
who has arguably been the manag¬ 
er’s best signing in his short spell in 
charge of the club. 

“Clarke is a terrific guy and I’m 


sure he will have lots of offers dur¬ 
ing the summer,” he said. “But I re¬ 
ally do believe it is first things first 
with him. 

“He knows me well enough and I 
know him well enough to know how 
we both work and he in particular, 
in the past two games, has been out¬ 
standing. 

“You need somebody like that on 
the pitch who is a good organiser 
and you also need somebody off the 
pitch who is a good captain and a 
good leader. 

“He is a good role model and he 
organises other people well. I’ve 
got nothing but good things to say 
about Clarke but because of that he 
will have offers and we’ll have to see 


where we are with it at the end of 
the season.” 

Boothroyd also confirmed he has 
already starting making transfer 
plans for the close season, a period 
which he thinks could be one of the 
most important in the modern his¬ 
tory of the club. 

“Of course I would (like to sign 
Carlisle),” said the Cobblers boss, 
who has most of his current start¬ 
ing line-up under contract for next 
term, the notable exceptions being 
Michael Jacobs and John Johnson. 

“But I’m not asking him every day. 
I want to get through this season and 
then we’ll have a good chat at the 
end of it. 

“I’ll do that with all the players 


and then we’ll get prepared. A lot 
of teams are either winding down 
or going for their objectives at this 
stage of the season and they are 
starting to look to next season. 

“The close season and the pre-sea- 
son for this club is going to be huge 
to make sure we don’t find ourselves 
in the situation we have been in this 
season.” 

The Cobblers remained in 18th in 
npower League Two and five points 
above the relegation zone thanks to 
a 0-0 draw with Plymouth Argyle in 
front of a crowd of more than 6,700 
at Sixfields. 

Town are back on the road on 
Saturday when they travel to Crewe 
Alexandra (ko 3pm). 


Saints are stunned 
by big Hartley ban 


SAINTS skipper Dylan Hart¬ 
ley says he will study the 
written judgement before 
deciding whether to appeal 
his eight-week ban for bit¬ 
ing. 

A Six Nations disciplinary pan¬ 
el found Hartley guilty of biting 
Ireland flanker Stephen Ferris’s 
finger, but gave him the lowest sus¬ 
pension possible. 

The low entry point for the of¬ 
fence is 12 weeks, but the panel 
chaired by Wales Rugby Union’s 
Roger Morris cut it to eight. It is 
understood Ferris admitted at the 
hearing that he had his finger in 
Hartley’s mouth before being bit¬ 
ten. 

The England hooker has 48 
hours to appeal the decision after 
being ruled out of Saints’ Premier¬ 
ship run-in. 

Though his ban ends on May 14, 
so if Saints reach the Premiership 
final Hartley will be free to play in 
it. 

It also means Hartley can go on 
England’s tour of South Africa at 
the end of May. It is strange that 
the incident occurred during the 
Six Nations, but it is Saints and 
not England that feel the force of 
the ban. 

Hartley, who will no doubt be 
gutted to miss Saints’ run-in, said: 
“I am disappointed by the result 
and I will wait for the written judg¬ 
ment as to how the panel came to 


their conclusion. I now have to put 
it behind me and focus on support¬ 
ing Saints in training and off the 
field.” 

The ban is a blow for Saints, who 
are down to their final two hookers 
and will be without their captain 
for the final four months of the 
season after eight weeks of inter¬ 
national duty. 

That is coupled with losing Hart¬ 
ley for the World Cup and so far he 
has played just 15 times for Saints 
this season. 

In a short statement from Saints 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
said: “We are disappointed that Dy¬ 
lan has been suspended, especially 
at a crucial part of the season.” 

England forwards coach Gra¬ 
ham Rowntree, who attended the 
hearing to support Hartley, said: 
“It is unfortunate for Dylan and 
Northampton, especially as he was 
in good form during the Six Na¬ 
tions, and he has developed as a 
player and a leader. 

“However, we are looking for¬ 
ward to him being available for the 
tour to South Africa.” 

England take on South Africa in 
three Test matches on June 9, 16 
and 23. 

Hartley’s ban means he will 
miss Saturday’s Aviva Premier¬ 
ship match at Bath (ko 5.30pm). 

Saints are still fourth and on 
course for the play-offs thanks to 
a comprehensive 32-15 win over 
Wasps at Franklin’s Gardens.
